Senior center won't be at PA

The Andover High School first-term honor roll just 
released has more students than ever —.919 — eligible 
for academic honors. That number is a 9-percent 
increase from last year at the same time. This year, the 
total number of students on the honor roll is 66 percent 
of the student body. 

It hasn’t always been this way. Sixteen years ago, in 
1982, only students in the top half of their class made the 
honor roll. In 1987, it was only the top quarter. 

In 1982, 40 percent of Andover High students (grades 
10-12) made some level of academic honors. Five years 
later, in 1987, that had dropped to only 24 percent. 

The honor roll took a big jump in 1991, to 55 percent, 
after a student-led campaign to loosen the requirements 
for it. But it still stayed at less than 60 percent until this

Happy 70th — wedding anniversary 


Carleton E. Shulze, of Grand- 
view Terrace, is looking forward 
to congratulating his uncle on 
his wedding anniversary. 

OK, so what’s so newsworthy 
about that? 

For starters, Carleton Shulze 
himself is 93, and his uncle Carl 
is, well ... older. 

In fact, Uncle Carl A. Shulze 
and his wife Gladis, formerly of 
Andover, will be celebrating 
their 70th wedding anniversary 
Tuesday, March 3. 

“There aren’t too many people 
that are married all these years,” 
says Carleton Shulze. “It doesn’t 
happen too often.” 

The World Almanac and Book 
of Facts would seem to agree. It 
doesn’t even tell its readers what 
type of traditional gift they 
should give for a 70th anniver- 
sary. Its list of wedding anniver- 
saries and related traditional 
gifts only goes up to the 60th, the 
diamond anniversary. 

But Carl and Gladis Shulze 
can expect something special 
from their nephew, Carleton, 
March 3. 

If Shulze can’t make it down 
in person to New Haven, Conn., 
where his aunt and uncle now 
live, he says he’ll definitely give 
them a congratulatory phone 
call. 

“T talk to (my uncle) at least 
twice a month,” he says. “We 
were always pretty close. We 
both belonged to the same bridge 
club and our wives got along well 
together.” 

Carleton Shulze and his uncle 
became close after Carleton 
moved to Andover as a teenager 
with his family in 1925. Car- 
leton’s father was the oldest of 13 
children, and his uncle Carl was 
the youngest of these 13, so even 
though they were uncle and 
nephew they were just three 
years apart. Today Carl Shulze is 
96, and Carleton is 93. 

A few years after moving to 
Andover, Carleton become 
superintendent of the Ayer Mill 
and was later transferred to the 
Wood Mill until it went out of 
business. Then he bought Look 
Photo of Andover and continued 
with professional photography 
for 20 years, taking aerial pho- 
tographs and progress pictures 
of what is now North Andover’s 
Lucent building, back when it 
was being built. ’ 

He was married to Dorothea 
Smith, who died a few years ago. 
He has two daughters, five 
grandchildren and six great- 
grandchildren, he says. 

Like Carleton, Carl and Glad- 
is, the anniversary couple, also 
worked in the mills during the 


1920s. It was in the Shawsheen 
Mill that they met, says their 
nephew. 

“Carl was a fabric designer in 
the Shawsheen Mill at the time. 
Gladis was what they called then 
an invisible mender,” says Car- 
leton Shulze. “Imperfections 
would creep in (to a garment) 
and she would mend _ these 
imperfections so no one could 
find them.” 

Carl and Gladis lived in sever- 
al Andover homes before moving 
out of town. They resided in Bal- 
lardvale, in a house at the corner 
of Canterbury and Route 133, ina 
home they built on High Plain 
Road, and in houses on Enmore 
and Haverhill streets. 

When they were married, in a 
small ceremony in the house of 
an Andover minister, Carleton 
Shulze “stood up” for his uncle. 
Back on March 3, 1928, most peo- 
ple didn’t have best men and 
maids of honor at their wed- 
dings, he says. 

“Back then, 70 years ago, there 
wasn’t so much of this big, glam- 
orous weddings kicking 
around,” he explains. 

But while wedding cere- 
monies may have changed over 
the years, some things never 
change. In 1928, people probably 
didn’t know too many couples 
celebrating their 70th anniver- 
saries either.

Services will provide a $1,500 annual 
annuity to all 100-percent, service-con- 
nected disabled veterans and to the par- 
ents of veterans who gave their lives in 
the service to their country during a 
wartime period. 

The annuity will be paid in two equal 
payments on July 1 and Jan. 1. To 
receive the annuity, the veteran had to 
be a resident of the Commonwealth at 
the time of entry into the service and 
continued to be a resident. The residen- 
cy rule also applies to parents of veter- 
ans.

Bill aimed at offsetting 


septic repair costs 

State Rep. Barry R. Finegold recent- 
ly announced the filing of new legisla- 
tion that would reduce the cost to home- 
owners of upgrading or repairing septic 
systems mandated under Title 5 regula- 
tions. 

The bill would amend the existing 
law, which provides a state tax credit of 
up to $6,000 to homeowners who are 
required to update their septic systems. 

The bill would expand the number of 
tax years over which the tax credit 
could be spread from four to six years 
and also prohibit the state from reduc- 
ing the tax credit by the amount of any 
state, federal or local grants.

“There was no one there cheering for 
them, and we felt they needed somebody,” 
says Kate Nichols, a West Elementary fifth- 
grader, basketball player, Little Warrior, 
and daughter of big warrior Dave Nichols. 

Dave Nichols, Andover physical educa- 
tion teacher, helped the girls form the Little 
Warriors, and works with them to develop 
their cheers and half-time show that 
includes basketball drills and some gymnas- 
tic-type feats. 

The secret to their well-coordinated act is 
knowing each other, says Little Warrior 
Catherine Charlebois. 

They work well together, she says, 
because many of them play other sports 
together like soccer and basketball. 

The cheers are restricted to “bench 
cheers” one Little Warrior says, and are spo- 
ken rather than performed. 

The Little Warriors’ half-time show 
includes various choreographed stunts like 
jump-rope tricks, sometimes involving extra 
ropes or a basketball or two, some fancy foot- 
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work, dribbling and other basketball 
drills. 

The grand finale includes a train 
of warriors led by Kristen Pinksten. 
As the act ends, the music stops and 
Kristen, at the head of the line aims 
for the basket. 

According to Dave Nichols, she 
hasn’t missed one yet. 

The girls maintain that their rou- 
tine is not cheerleading. 

“We are real basketball players, 
and we intend to stay that way,” says 
Kate Nichols.

These girls like

Hockey coach Kevin Breen predicts ice 
hockey will no longer be a second sport 
for many girls of future generations, and 
those on his hockey team agree. 

They also agree that the women’s U.S. 
Olympic gold medal-winning hockey 
team is “awesome.” 

Breen coaches ice hockey and teaches 
English for Brooks School in North 
Andover. 

Ice hockey is now the school’s most 
popular winter activity, he says, because 
people are getting over the gender issue. 

“There’s no more need to attach 
‘female’ to ‘athlete,”’ Breen says. “It’s 
more popular than basketball.” 

Two of the four Andover girls on the 
Brooks team are also headed for national 
championship. 

Freshman Kerry Nugent and sopho- 
more Julie Barenholtz are members of 
the Chelmsford Lions Pee Wee I team, a 
regional all-girls team that took the state 
championship in Marlborough on Jan. 18, 
defeating Assabet Valley 3-2 in overtime. 

The Lions will now represent Massa- 
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- ONE DAY, SATURDAY, 
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chusetts in the Girls/Women National Ice 
Hockey Championship in Anaheim, 
Calif. from April 1-5, and compete against 
teams from Connecticut, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, New York, North Dako- 
ta, Washington, D.C. and California for 
the National Championship. 

Brooks senior Victoria Costello, team 
captain, and junior Libby Sinkinson are 
also from Andover. 

If they had any advice for girls who 
want to play ice hockey, it would be to 
“stick it out,” says Costello. 

She started playing hockey in figure 
skates as she grew up with a hockey- 
coach father and four skating brothers. 
Sinkinson also started on figure skates 
and later took up hockey. 

But while they had few female role 
models when they started, they expect 
things to be different for those moving up 
the ranks today. 

A girls team rumored to have started 
in the Andover Youth Hockey league may 
soon be scheduled for a hockey lesson 
with the Brooks team, says Breen.

‘Assessor’ names kept secret 


Chief candidates face their final evaluations

Town Manager i, 
Buzz Stapczynski 
will ask his final 
questions of the 
three remaining 
police-chief candi- 
dates today, Thurs- 
day, and tomorrow, = 
as he prepares to & es 
pin one of them 


with the badge of Sgt. Brian 
Andover’s next Pattullo 
police chief. 


Stapcezynski will appoint either Det. 
Sgt. Kevin Winters, Sgt. Thomas Siopes, 
or Sgt. Brian Pattullo as the next chief at 
the March 9 or March 16 selectmen’s 
meeting. Lt. Phillip Froburg, longtime 
second-in-command of the department, 
dropped out of the running two weeks 
ago, calling the process “a political cir- 
cus.” 

As of late Tuesday, the three remain- 
ing candidates had finished with the 
bulk of this process, namely the much- 
talked-about “assessment center” that 
was created to draw out candidates’ 
strength and weaknesses. 

An assessment center is consulting

lingo for having a group of four assessors 
evaluate how police-chief candidates per- 
form while completing the type of activi- 
ties a real chief will inevitably face. 
Stapczynski declined to release the 
names of the assessors until the assess- 
ment was finished, after the Townsman 
went to press. But he says they are all 
from communities “50 miles from here.” 
Stapczynski was expected to receive the 
assessors’ impressions of the three candi- 
dates after the candidates finished with 
their final exercises Tuesday afternoon. 
After Stapczynski appoints the next 
chief, his selection must be approved by 
the Board of Selectmen. All discussions 
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with selectmen will be public, says 
Stapcezynski, although he adds he isn’t 
sure how much of the assessors’ opin- 
ions he will share with selectmen. 

He also isn’t sure he will publicly 
release how the candidates performed 
during the assessment. 

‘Tve got to find out what’s a public 
record and what’s not. This is like a test,” 
says Stapczynski. “It’s my belief that 
tests are not a public record. 

“T have to think about how much 
information will be released with respect 
to their tests.” 


Assessing the candidates 

Andover paid MMA Consulting 
Group, Inc. $7,700 to assure a thorough 
assessment of its in-house candidates. 

As part of the assessment center 
process, candidates were asked to con- 
sider during the weekend where they 
will lead the department if selected as 
chief, and to defend their creation Tues- 
day. 

‘Td describe it as a thought piece, a 
vision piece. What’s the vision of the 
department? It was designed to get them 
to think about the future of the Andover 
department,” says Stapczynski.

Candidates also performed four addi- 
tional exercises on Monday and two 
more on Tuesday, he says. 

“It’s a lot of role-playing,” says 
Stapcezynski. “As the consultant said, the 
best way to test someone is to put them in 
the role (of chief) for three months, six 
months, or a year. They can’t do it.” 

Instead, consultants put the candi- 
dates in situations similar to those they 
will face on the job. Some were designed 
to show candidates’ abilities in areas 
that community leaders, department 
heads and police officers called impor- 
tant, says Stapczynski.

Don't go 
with the flow 


One point should be made, up front, 
about the water coming into some 
Andover homes: The problem is not 
that it’s unsafe to drink. 

But having said that, the visual con- 
dition alone makes it rather unappe- 
tizing. Beyond that, it creates all the 
usual frustrations that rusty water 
creates. It covers the laundry with a 
brownish haze. It stains the sinks, tubs 
and shower curtains. It forces you to 
buy bottled water to cook. And even if 
you don’t mind drinking what comes 
out of the tap, it’s probably not some- 
thing you want to serve to guests. 

And the problem of rusty water is 
apparently more widespread and 
more frequent than the local Depart- 
ment of Public Works has said. 

According to the department, it was 
isolated and infrequent, because they 
had very few complaints. According to 
residents who have responded to last 
week’s story on the issue (“Hate that 
dirty water”), it is neither isolated nor 
infrequent. 

Nor are things likely to change very 
soon. While some water main work 
was done this past year, the town’s 
Capital Improvement Program, calls 
for $37 million to do all the mains that 
need it. On the warrant this year is a 
proposal to spend about $525,000. At 
that rate, they’ll all be done in, oh, 65 
years or So. 

Certainly residents cannot expect a 
problem like this to be fixed overnight, 
or even over a year. It is enormously 
expensive to replace or send a router 
through water pipes. But the present 
rate should be unacceptable to those 
who cope with this problem every 
week or so. 

And the only way to change that is 
to make sure that your elected and 
appointed officials know the extent of 
the problem. 

If they only hear from one or two 
people, once or twice a year, they can’t 
be blamed for thinking the situation is 
tolerable. 

So when it happens, call. Call the 
DPW. Call your favorite selectman, or 
maybe your least favorite selectman. 
Call the town manager. 

When people make noise, they lis- 
ten. So it’s up to you to make the noise.

It’s almost here.

1 (although things will probably not 
move into high gear until the next 
business day), you, the Andover elec- 
tricity consumer, will be able to choose 
who will provide your electric power.

You can choose who sells you 
the power, but you can’t choose who 
delivers it. That’s still going to be Mass 
Electric in this corner of the state. 
According to one press release, “Your 
current (no pun intended, I guess) elec- 
tric company will continue to deliver 
electricity to homes and businesses on 
existing power lines and will remain 
regulated to preserve dependable and 
safe service.” 

Hmm. Does that mean they’ve 
deregulated the sale of power because 
it doesn’t need to be safe and depend- 


able? Does it mean that everything 
from cars to can openers, which are 
produced in an allegedly competitive 
environment and not by a regulated 
monopoly, are not safe and depend- 
able? 

Oh well, that’s all much too compli- 
cated, and I’m sure if I asked such a 
question to one of the “architects” of 
deregulation, I’d be told I was getting 
off the subject. 

Anyway, I think I’m pro-choice 
when it comes to shopping for electric- 
ity. I’ve always felt that while the mar- 
ket may not be perfect, it usually 
comes out ahead of regulation. It 
forces companies to respond to what 
the public wants. If they don’t, they go 
out of business. 

What I’m dreading is that inevitable 
companion of competition — market- 
ing. 

Don’t get me wrong. I love advertis- 
ing. I love it passionately. I think every 
electric supplier out there should 
advertise a lot — in the Andover 
Townsman. Our account representa- 
tives are waiting to serve you. Don’t 
wait. Call now. 

I'm just dreading the parade of 
spokespeople who will be singing the 
praises of any number of power sup- 
pliers. I can already see it: 

Mike Dukakis will be in my face 
saying, “Sure I wore a sweater during 
the blizzard of ’78.

been able to get my electricity from the 
Jolt Power Consortium back then, I 
probably could have done those TV 
standups in a T-shirt.” 

I have visions of Candice Bergen 
showing up at my doorstep, holding a 
grounded outlet or a free desk lamp 
instead of a dime, saying, “Hi. Let me 
plug you in ... to worry-free power 
from Shock Brothers.”

And yes, a bunch of 
greedy, capitalist, oil-, gas- and coal- 
burning companies have tried to get 
me to shill for them.

Bad? Our water 
is disgusting 


Editor, Townsman: 

In response to your article, (“Hate that 
dirty water. How bad is it?” Townsman, 
Feb. 19), bad is an understatement — it is 
disgusting. Once upon a time, we lived 
closer to downtown Andover and had 
wonderful water. However, we made the 
mistake of moving to Shawsheen. Can- 
terbury is almost in our back yard. 

Several of our neighbors have had 
intermittent brown water and occasion- 
ally report it. We, like Ms. Lafond, report- 
ed our numerous encounters with inter- 
mittent dirty water. The town sent out 
wonderful water department employees 
and we delivered several town water bot- 
tles with samples of our brown water. As 
time went by we, just like many of our 
established neighbors, gave up and sunk 
into the depths of apathy and acceptance. 

For many years, we have rescheduled 
meal preparations, baths/showers and 
our washing machine around the brown 
water. It is not really that bad — usually 
within a day or two we can shower with 
our eyes open. We accepted statements 
from the water department, such as 
“drains on the system by sprinkler sys- 
tems during droughts,” “must have been 
a water main break” and “we are not 
sure.” 

Now our 3-year-old child constantly 
asks me why we cannot have spaghetti 
tonight or why she can not take a bath. 
My feeble response has been to turn on 
the faucets and demonstrate how brown 
the water is tonight. The infamous reply 
of our 3-year-old is to ask, “Why is the 
water yucky?” I have tried on numerous 
occasions to explain to her why, but I 
myself am not sure. “Mommy, why don’t 
they fix it, the water is broken again?” 
leaves me with weak and untruthful 
replies. Out of desperation, my standard 
reply has become, “because it is.” Let it 
go, sweetheart, Mommy and Daddy can 
not fix it. Maybe the water will be better 
tomorrow. 

I would like to thank those Canter- 
bury and Lowell Street rabble-rousers 
and my daughter. They have all inspired 
me to ask why. Bob McQuade is wonder- 
ful, as is most of his staff. I understand 
Mr. McQuade’s frustration when he 
states that other than Ms. Lafond, he is 
not getting calls. I owe an apology to you, 
Bob and Ms. Lafond. I should have kept 
calling all these years so you two would 
not be alone trying to figure out where 
the problem lies within the maze of 
pipes. I promise you that I will call when- 
ever my water is dirty. Never again will 
Ms. Lafond be the only one who refuses 
to give up and live with it. 

I have a 3-year-old who will keep ask- 
ing why the water is so yucky and so will 
I. Do water mains require periodic flush- 
ing? Have our mains not been properly 
flushed/maintained? Could neglect 


result in so much sludge that flushing 
them out now would clog the smaller 
pipes, especially the homeowners? How 
old are my neighborhood pipes? What is 
the replacement schedule of water mains

Where’s the 
EPA on NESWC? 


Editor, Townsman: 

On November 20, 1997, I attended a 
“People’s Hearing on Incinerators” at 
the North Andover High School. During 
the hearing, James Owens of the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
announced that the EPA had issued a 
Notice of Violation to Wheelabrator’s 
Northeast Solid Waste Committee 


(NESWC) incinerator in North Andover 
that day. Aridover is one of the 23 com- 
munities that send trash to the NESWC 
incinerator. 

The Notice of Violation addressed 
serious problems with the NESWC incin- 
erator. The facility experienced signifi- 
cant operating problems, causing emis- 
sions of sulfur dioxide (SO,) and carbon 
monoxide (CO) that far exceeded the 
allowed limits. The EPA stated that 
Wheelabrator has failed to operate an 
important piece of equipment to control 
sulfur dioxide pollution. Levels of carbon 
monoxide emitted during start-up of the 
incinerator are hundreds of times the 
allowed level. 

These are not things that happen once 
in a while; the incinerator experiences 
hundreds of violations of the SO, and CO 
limits each year. 

The Notice of Violation also addressed 
monitoring and recording violations. 
Wheelabrator failed to provide continu- 
ous monitoring of the facility’s emis- 
sions as required by law and failed to 
monitor and record the feed rate of 
municipal solid waste. 

The EPA’s investigation clearly 
showed that the NESWC facility is jeop- 
ardizing our environment. The facility 
should be permanently closed. 

But as of this writing, I know of no fol- 
low-up from the EPA. Where are they?

Residents fearful of Route 125 can expect 
several changes this spring aimed at making 
the highway safer, says state Sen. John 
O’Brien, who promised to keep Andover resi- 
dents up’ to speed on proposed changes to 
Route 125, described by some neighbors as a 
deathtrap. 

But the information 
relayed by O’Brien shows F 
the Massachusetts High 
way Department is fail 
ing to meet deadlines for 
action Commissioner 
Kevin Sullivan promised | 
at a Dec. 15 meeting | 
attended by about 150 
people. OS 

At that meeting, Sulli- i 
van promised that within =H 
30 days — by Jan. 14 — O’Brien — 
Route 125 would have a lights coming. 
universal speed limit, 
and that within 60 days — Feb. 13 — his 
department would determine where it should 
add “No Passing” zones. 

Despite these promises, O’Brien reports 
this week that although a universal speed 
limit of 45 m.p.h. has been selected for the 
road, he was unsure if all of the 55 m.p.h. signs 
had been replaced. 

The highway department also was only in 
the review stage of determining where no- 
passing zones might be added, he says. 

“Passing zones on Route 125 are currently 
being reviewed by the Massachusetts Highway 
Department in the hopes that a decision con- 
cerning the status of passing zones will be made 
this spring,” according to O’Brien’s office. 
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Rt. 125 changes coming, slowly 


Nevertheless, O’Brien defends Sullivan, 
saying that, with a limited staff, the highway 
department has been actively advancing a 
number of projects in the area, such as the 
large River Road improvements in Andover. 

“We will stay on them. But the commis- 
sioner is very good to our area and has been 
very busy,” he says. 

O’Brien says the highway department is 
reviewing designs for installing traffic signals 
at the intersections of Route 125 and Prospect 
Road, Salem Street and Vine Street. But he 
says roadwork will not begin until after offi- 
cials hold a public hearing to receive more 
input on the matter. 

“They do have to have a public hearing 
process. The traffic counts show they (the 
intersections) are suitable for lights. I think I 
agree with the neighbors that they need lights 
there,” says O’Brien. 

However, O’Brien says people who believe 
the lights will create a traffic snarl could 
speak during the public hearing against the 
installation of lights and possibly change the 
approach to the area. 

“Other than that, the lights are going to go 
up,” he says. 

As for other Route 125 developments, 
O’Brien says highway workers will improve 
the Route 125-Gould Road intersection and 
install a traffic light there in the spring. 

Traffic counts also have been taken on 
Wildwood Road, although O’Brien’s office has 
not yet received the results of these studies. 
O’Brien aide Diane Applegate says the issue is 
“still pending within Mass. Highway.”

“He told us no one ever complained 
and (she knows) a neighbor across the 
street complained,” says Andrews.

Big says she’s complained about

Council on Aging Chairman Marty Epstein 
had earlier said the seniors would not want to 
invest the money in something that they could 
only lease for 20 or 25 years, and then have to 
give back. 

“I was under the impression that (the Phillips 
option) wasn’t going through anyway. There’s 
no real support for it,” says Selectman Bill 
Downs, explaining the decision. 

Downs says the town received a report from 
Project Manager David Harding on the Phillips, 
Doherty and West Andover sites being consid- 
ered for a senior center, and believes the West 
Andover site was recommended. 

“The estimate that David Harding gave us 
was (it would cost) $4 million or $5 million to 
bring (Williams Hall) up to what the town and 
seniors want,” he says. “I don’t want to invest $4 
million or $5 million in something that someone 
else is always goingtoown.” ts 

Harding says he only gave reports on each 
site, and thought the Phillips land would remain 
an option. A seniors group is close to naming an 
architect, and the plan was for this architect to 
be involved with selecting the best site, he says. 

But Harding does say using Williams Hall 
would be “more complicated than using a new 
building on an open field,” such as the one that 
could be built in West Andover. “Therefore, it’s 
probable that it would cost more,” he says.

While two streets where rusty 
water is a common problem may 
receive new water mains next 
year thanks to April Town Meet- 
ing, more than 100 Andover 
Streets still have old, unlined 
mains that need replacement (See 
list, page 27). 

The Department of Public 
Work estimates it will cost around 
$37 million to replace these 100- 
year-old unlined water mains. 

Since at least 1993 DPW Direc- 
tor Robert McQuade has request- 
ed that amount for this work, and 
it has always been given a level 4 
priority, the lowest possible. 

Until this year that is. This 
year, McQuade requested $37.5 
million and the project was given 
top priority. 

But $525,000 of this money is 
slated to replace mains causing 
dirty water on Dufton Road and 
Burnham Road, and Town Manag- 
er Buzz Stapczynski says it is only 

this $525,000 of the project that is 
given top priority. 

He says Dufton and Burnham 
roads were not given a higher pri- 
ority before this year because the 


town was immersed in other 
water projects, such as the huge 
downtown project that replaced 
pipes on North Main Street. 

“We had planned to do this one 
on Dufton Road two years ago,” 
says McQuade. “We had complet- 
ed everything in the white section 
(of Shawsheen) and this could 
complete everything in that par- 
ticular area.” 

As for the rest of the streets 
with old, unlined mains, it 
remains to be seen when they will 
see new pipes. 

The water department has not 
yet decided which of these remain- 
ing streets most need to have their 
mains replaced or when such 
work may begin.

The paper ballot showed Nadworny 
and McCarron supporting Allen and 
Girdwood, Birnbach and Eccles sup- 
porting Bach.

But McCarron said most of the peo- 
ple in the community he spoke with 
endorsed Allen, and voted for Allen in 
the paper vote citing a need for “stabil- 
ity and integrity” in Andover. 

McCarron said Tuesday he was espe- 
Cially concerned about offering the job 
to Bach because of her finalist status as 
superintendent of other communities 
including Corvalis, Oregon. 

Bach has verbally accepted the offer, 
according to Eccles, despite reports in 
a Washington newspaper last Thurs- 
day that she “for now, fully intend(s) to 
stay here in Milton-Freewater.” 

If Bach had not accepted the job, the 
administration would have been faced 
with hiring a superintendent, and pos- 
sibly simultaneously trying to hire a 
new high school principal and pupil 
personnel director (see related story). 

When the official voice vote was 
called, McCarron voted “Nay” to 
Bach’s nomination. McCarron, who is 
still suffering from back pain, was not 
available after the meeting, but said 
Wednesday morning, “It’s going to be 
tough enough to come in cold and make 
two critical personnel appointments, 
especially for someone who has never 
been a principal. That’s the reason I 
didn’t make it a unanimous vote.”

year, when it now includes 
two-thirds of the students in 
the school. - 

To achieve honor roll, a stu- 
dent must have a B average or 
better and no grade below a C, 
and to achieve high honors, he 
or she must have an A- average 
or better, with no grade below 
aC. 

Superintendent Richard E. 
Neal says he can’t explain the 
rise in honor roll numbers, but 
Says one reason may be that 
grades in elective classes count 
towards honor roll standings 
when they hadn’t under the 
previous seven-period sched- 
ule, in which only grades in 
English, math, social studies, 
science and fine arts were con- 
sidered. 

The last dramatic shift in 
honor roll numbers occurred 
in 1991, when a member of stu- 
dent government named Julie 
Doherty mounted the “I feel 
honored” campaign to loosen 
the honor roll requirements to 
their present-day standards. 

After about a month of 
debate with students, teachers 
and administrators, including a 
principal with veto power, the 
measure passed in May 1991. 

In the first term of the 1991-92 
school year, 57 percent of the 
students made the honor roll, 
including 6 percent on the high 
honor roll. 

Under earlier standards 10 
years ago, in the first term of 
the 1986-87 school year, 24 per- 
cent of the student body made 
the honor roll, including about 
5.5 percent of students who 
made the high honor roll. 

In the intervening decade, 
the number of students on the 
first-term honor roll has 
jumped 42 percent. Assistant 
Principal Steve Richardson 
who handles the honor roll at 
Andover High School could not 
be reached for comment on the 
matter, and no one at the high 
school or members of the 
administration seems _ to 
remember what the require- 
ments were before 1991. 

A few parents who declined 
to be identified say they don’t 
believe grade inflation is hap- 
pening in Andover, but that 
students taking fewer courses 
in the semester plan have more 
time to cdéncentrate, and often 
to do more work. 

Does this mean Andover has 
become the Lake Woebegon of 
New England, where all the 
children are above average? Or 
has the honor roll become the 
average roll? Is it still mean- 
ingful as a measure of academ- 
ic achievement?

think,” says Green, who adds 
that he did not make the honor 
roll this year at Andover High 
School. 

But AHS student Sean Guil- 
let says he believes an honor- 
roll designation is still mean- 
ingful because, “you still have 
to work hard to do well in your 
courses. 

Last year, 57 percent of the 
total high school population 
made honor roll in the first 
term, under the same require- 
ments as this year: a B (3.0 
GPA) average with no one 
grade below a C. 

Green says he thinks if 
you’re really looking for sta- 
tus, now you'll have to get on 
the high honor roll, which 
requires an A- (3.6 GPA) aver- 
age with no grade below a C. 

Of the 66 percent of students 
on this year’s first-term honor 
roll, 15 percent made the high 
honor roll. 

Many attribute the rise to 
this year’s “semesterized” 
block schedule where: students 
take four classes at a time for 
half year each, instead of seven

classes all year. 

Social Studies teacher Tom 
Meyers, also president of the 
teachers’ union, says he could- 
n’t tell if the schedule was 
directly affecting the honor 
roll, but did feel the schedule 
allowed for more thorough dis- 
cussion of subjects with stu- 
dents. 

“The. teachers are all 
pleased (with the schedule), 
and the standards are just as 
high.” he says. 


Deflation? 

But next year’s “alternat- 
ing” schedule, a change from 
this year’s semesterized plan, 
is sure to deflate any excess 
honor roll, students say. 

“Tt will go way down next 
year,” Green says.

Residents of the Andover Housing Authori- 
ty will finally have adjustable heat this year, 
since the state chipped in to replace every 
heater in each of the 56 units of family housing 
at Memorial Circle. 

According to AHA Executive Director 
Christine Metzemaekers, the state Department 
of Housing and Community Development 
(DHCD) approved an additional $657,300 to 
overhaul the heating system at the complex. 

The buildings’ original heating system left 
some buildings without heat and some too hot, 
so residents had to open their windows and let 
the heat out. 

“That wastes a lot of money,” observes

Metzemaekers says the AHA was granted 
$89,000 for repairs to the heating system more 
than a year ago, but when the state saw the con- 
dition of the 50-year-old system, they decided to 
give it an overhaul. 

The new heating system will give each unit 
its own boiler and hot-water heater so that if 
something breaks, an entire building won’t 
lose heat or hot water. 


The total grant of $746,300 includes the cost 


of changing all the convector radiators to base- 
board heating, designed to be “zoned” so resi- 
dents can adjust the heat separately for the 
first and second floors of their units, she says. 

Those renovations are expected to be com- 
plete by July. 

Other grants from the DHCD for Andover 
housing include $172,000 for fire alarm 
upgrades in Frye Circle and Grandview Ter- 
race units for the elderly and disabled; $93,400 
to replace the sewer ejector pumps on Chestnut 
Court, which currently don’t handle the capac- 
ity they should; and $4,972 for lead paint testing 
in the 56 family units of Memorial Circle. 

Metzemaekers declined to comment on the 
extent of sewer problems other than to say 
“things were not nice,” 

The lead paint testing program is underway, 
she says.

only half the students per semester that 
they did last year, or will be dealing with 
next year. In order to maintain this low 
teacher-to-student ratio, Mrs. Parker has 
proposed something: spend more money 
for more teachers. The only problem 
with that proposition is that the high 
school does not have money for those 
new teachers, therefore the low student- 
teacher ratio will not be maintained in 
the new schedule. 

Students aren’t the only things that 
teachers have been seeing half of per 
semester with the new schedule this 
year. Costs of books, supplies, and plan- 
ning time will also be cut in half. These 
are all among the reasons that 88 percent 
of the teachers at AHS are in favor of 
maintaining the current schedule. In 
addition, I will not be able to double up 
on the two math courses that I was plan- 
ning to take next year. Neither will any 
other students at AHS, because the flexi- 
bility offered in the new design does not 
allow it. 

School Committee student liaison 
Marc D’Agostino says that the new 
schedule in place this year should .be 
given more of a chance to be worked out. 
School Committee member Skip Eccles 
says that the faculty should choose the 
schedule for next year. All I’m suggest- 
ing is that we, the town of Andover, stop 
and reconsider things. The voices of the 
faculty and students at AHS should be 
heard at the next School Committee 
meeting to work on a fair way to vote, 
just like at town meeting. All the people 
who come to Andover High School 180 
days in a year, not just the principal, 
should approve the schedule for the 1998- 
99 school year.

Town has to think 
of pedestrians, too 


Editor, Townsman: 

Karen Courtenay’s letter (“Please, 
think of pedestrians,” Townsman, Feb. 
12) politely pointed out the dangers fac- 
ing pedestrians due to inattentive and 
inconsiderate drivers. Certainly individ- 
ual drivers are ultimately responsible 
for their behavior that endangers others. 
In addition, though, our town bears some 
responsibility for providing a safe and 
pleasant walking experience and for 
influencing drivers’ behavior. Here are 
some examples how. 

¢ If the paint is worn off a crosswalk, a 
driver is less likely to notice it or a pedes- 
trian using it. If a crosswalk is freshly 
painted, that sends a message to drivers 
to be on the lookout for pedestrians. 

- If property owners plow snow from 
their driveways onto public sidewalks, 
hey send the message that their private 
driveways are more important than 
pedestrians’ public right-of-way. 

¢ Downtown, if snow is left to pile up at 
the curb all winter, so that even walking 
from one’s parking space to an adjacent 
storefront is difficult, that sends a mes- 

sage that maybe the mall is worth the 


trip. posese 
i" 3 Onapsidential streets, if drivers park 
, Sa hut 
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on the planting strip or sidewalk, instead 
of the street, they send a message to oth- 
ers that they can driver faster down the 
street, endangering children and other 
pedestrians. 

- All around town, if sidewalks are 
crumbling, that sends a message to resi- 
dents to use their car. Want to take a 
walk? Drive to one of our many conser- 
vation areas for that purpose. 

These negative messages are no doubt 
unintentional, but they do reflect our 
town’s past spending and maintenance 
priorities. 

Fortunately, our town government is 
responsive to residents who make their 
needs heard. This year at Town Meeting, 
the town is proposing funds to begin 
reconstructing residential sidewalks. 
Support for the article is at risk, howev- 
er, due to disagreement over how the 
work should be budgeted. Residents 
should insist that the selectmen, finance 
committee, and town manager agree to 
an article that makes sidewalk recon- 


struction an ongoing budget priority. It — 


will take a number of years to make up 
for many years of deferred maintenance. 
Citizens must also attend Town Meeting 
to support this funding priority. 

Besides supporting funding efforts, 
citizens should insist that maintenance 
policies better serve the needs of pedes- 
trians as well as vehicles. Our depart- 
ment of public works’ mission statement 
includes providing “safe travel on our 
roadway infrastructure” but does not 
mention sidewalks or pedestrians. The 
Downtown Andover Neighborhood 
Association (DANA) has started a group 
that is working with the DPW to try to 
improve the design and maintenance of 
pedestrian ways in downtown residen- 
tial neighborhoods. Another DANA 
group is discussing ways to improve the 
central business district. 

Interested residents are invited to 
attend our next meeting, on March 16 at 
7 p.m. at the Andover Historical Society. 
The Andover Trails Committee, Bicycle 
Committee, and League of Women Vot- 
ers’ Community Paths Committee pro- 
vide other opportunities for citizens to 
get involved in promoting pedestrian 
and bicycling within town. 

Andover prides itself on having a 
walkable downtown and_ attractive 
neighborhoods, but we, as individuals 
and collectively, have often neglected the 
needs of walkers. Now is a good time for 
citizens and town government to accept 
the responsibility to change this.

As most members of the community 
know, Andover High School has been 
involved in restructuring the student 
schedule to meet the time and learning 
requirements of education reform. 

To this end, many faculty members, 
parents, and other community mem- 
bers have devoted a_ tremendous 
amount of time in developing a plan 
that will best meet the needs of our stu- 
dents. Along the way, a much needed 
and long overdue dialogue occurred 
about the type of schedule, and indeed, 
the type of school that we all hoped to 
create as a result of our effort. 

Recently a decision was made to 
implement a schedule for next year that 
disregards the effort and the expertise 
of those individuals who committed 
themselves to this scheduling research. 

The faculty of Andover High School 
believes, and pedagogical research sup- 
ports our belief, that a four-by-four 
semesterized block schedule is the best 
schedule to allow our students to pre- 
pare for the 21st century. It provides a 
concentration and a-continuity that 
maximizes the use of time for learning. 

Unfortunately, an 86-percent support 
vote by the faculty and the support of 
students and many parents was disre- 


garded by Ms. Parker when she chose 
the A/B alternating day-block schedule 
for next year. Most research indicates 
that this will lead to the superficial 
scanning of material that longer blocks 
were designed to overcome. 

This is contrary to the vision state- 
ment and philosophy of the high school. 
This is contrary to the core values so 
painstakingly created over the past 
three years. This is simply not good edu- 
cation policy.

Don’t be divisive 
on special ed 


Editor, Townsman: 

I was disappointed with the message 
of your recent editorial on special edu- 
cation (“Through the education Look- 
ing Glass,” Townsman, Feb. 19). What 
you presented is precisely the kind of 
divisive language that has haunted spe- 
cial ed since it was addressed in a com- 
prehensive way in 1974 by Chapter 766. 

As a special educator for the past 26 
years, I do not necessarily disagree with 
the argument that the “maximum possi- 
ble development” clause is one part of 
the law that causes a drain on public 
school systems’ budgets. Perhaps we 
should all question why all children in 
public schools are not entitled to the 
same “maximum ...” standard. 

The real issue here is that no child 
should have an education in a closet, 
basement or attic. All children are enti- 
tled to a free and appropriate education 
provided by their community. State 
laws that are not backed up by sufficient 
reimbursement are the real issue. The 
cities and towns of the commonwealth 
are expected to provide extensive and 
sometimes expensive services to chil- 
dren who need it. 

There are many cases, even in our 
own community, where children in 
need of help have gone without. The 
reality is that we as a society end up 
paying in the end if a child is not prop- 
erly prepared for life as an adult. We 
also benefit from our good work by cre- 
ating citizens who contribute to their 
community in many ways. 

I would suggest that we could move 
this debate forward not by creating fur- 
ther discord by drawing a line between 
groups, but by addressing the various 
needs of all young people in our charge. 
We should also insist that our govern- 
ment back up their laws and regula- 
tions with the financial support neces- 
sary to carry them out.
